Decision deferred on 330 new homes 


RESIDENTS of llminster were left disap¬ 
pointed after town councillors said they 
were unable to make a decision on a contro¬ 
versial planning application for 330 new 
homes at a public meeting this week. 

About 100 members of the public, both for 
and against the plans, attended a meeting at 
Greenfylde First School to discuss the de¬ 
velopment east of Shudrick Lane. This 
would include 116 affordable homes and re¬ 


lief road from Shurick Lane to Townsend 
and Long Orchard Hill. 

But councillors said they were unable to 
make a decision on the outline planning ap¬ 
plication after new information had been 
raised by the Highways Agency. 

The agency has requested that South Som¬ 
erset District Council suspend the applica¬ 
tion for up to six months so more 
information on the impact of the develop¬ 


ment on the local raod network could be 
submitted by applicants C.G. Fry. 

Councillors agreed they would not be able 
to make a decision until they had all the rel¬ 
evant information and unanimously agreed 
to defer the decision. 

C.G. Fry has said it plans to submit the ad¬ 
ditional information within two weeks and 
hopes the suspension can therefore be lifted 
sooner than six months.

Plans for solar farm go on public display 


PLANS for a huge solar farm on the outskirts of Chard 
went on display on Wednesday. 

The proposed solar farm, put forward by developers 
Vogt Solar, would be the equivilent size of 20 football 
pitches on land south of the A30, between Palfrey's 
Lane and Snowdon Hill. 

It would provide 8.16 megawatts of power, which 
could provide renewable energy to 2,273 homes. 

Vogt Solar has said that they plan to use the 27-acre 
site to create solar energy for 25 years before returning 
the fields to their current use. The panels would be low- 
lying, blocked from view by hedgerows around the 


fields and would be fixed into the ground using poles 
rather than concrete bases. 

The company plans to use local firms for the building 
and maintenance of the solar farm, as well as other 
local services including accommodation providers dur¬ 
ing construction period, expected to last 12 weeks. 

Log piles abd bord boxes will be used to create a nat¬ 
ural habitat for wildlife and to encourage fauna and 
flora. 

The plans went on display to the public at the Cotley 
Inn on Wednesday and comments made at the consul¬ 
tation will be taken into consideration.

Children's books expected 
to raise high bids at auction 


HARRY Potter memorabilia and Beatrix Potter books 
are among the lots expected to raise thousands at an 
upcoming auction at Lawrences Auctioneers in 
Crewkerne. 

Big money is chasing the acclaimed Harry Potter 
books these days, as evidenced by the £28,500 paid at 
a New York auction last year for a pristine copy of 500 
books of a library run of the first in the children’s se¬ 
ries - “Harry Potter and the Philosopher’s Stone”. 
Potter fans looking for an investment will be in for a 
treat Friday, Jult 25th when a variety of rare editions 
of J.K. Rowling’s classics come up for sale. 

Among the sought-after lots is a first edition of “Harry 
Potter And The Philosopher’s Stone” signed by the 
three stars of the Harry Potter movies, Daniel Rad- 
cliffe, Emma Watson and Rupert Grint. Lawrences’ 
estimate on the book is £400 to £600. 

Another book, “Harry Potter And The Goblet Of 
Fire”, is signed by the author herself and is valued at 
£300 to £400. It is one of 18 Harry Potter lots at the 
fine art sale of books, maps and manuscripts, which 
will also include a Hogwarts Express card, also signed 
by J.K. Rowling and valued at £100 to £150. 

A very rare second, privately-printed edition of an¬ 


other children’s classic, Beatrix Potter’s “The Tale Of 
Peter Rabbit”, will come under the hammer at the sort 
of premium price that shows how books can be a wise 
buy for the shrewd investor. Its estimate is £6,000 to 
£8,000 as the book is one of only 200 printed in this 
edition. 

Also at the higher end of the estimates are two vol¬ 
umes of etchings by Giovanni Piranesi, published in 
Rome in 1778 and expected to reach between £6,000 
and £9,000 at the auction. 

An even more valuable an investment is a bound folio 
of 28 architectural drawings of Rome and Venice by 
Antonio Visentini in the 18th century and similar to 
drawings on exhibition at New York’s Metropolitan 
Museum of Art. The estimate for the folio is £12,000 
to £18,000. 

The Lawrences sale also includes a large archive of 
letters, sketches, verse, cards, autographs and personal 
photographs of the legendary poet T.S. Eliot, esti¬ 
mated at £700 to £900. 

The sale at the Linen Yard in South Street will be held 
10am with viewing from 9am on Mondaym July 21st 
and all week until the start of the auction. The lots can 
also be viewed at www.lawrences.co.uk 


Historic pub aims 

THE Winyard's Gap Inn, based in Chedington near 
Crewkerne, has just taken a major step towards be¬ 
coming carbon neutral. 

The historic pub and restaurant has, for many 
years, had its own water supply from a well in its 
grounds, but it's now gone a step further with the 
introduction of a biomass boiler. 

The boiler uses sustainable wood pellets to heat 


for self-suffiency 

its water and, in fact, the entire heating for the pub, 
restaurant and accommodation. 

Michelle Bult, landlady of the Winyard's Gap, said: 
"This is part of a 20-year project we are working on 
which will eventually make the pub completely 
self-sufficient.

The Ensemble - Mathieu van Bellen violin, 
Jonathan Bloxham cello, and Omri Epstein piano - 
barely in their second flush of youth, are leaders in 
their field. They are continually refining their inter¬ 
pretations, and although based in London bring a 
wealth of diverse cultural backgrounds to their 
playing. 

The Ensemble's starting point is the great German 
violinist, Adolf Busch (1891 -1952), who as leader of 
the Busch Quartet was the first to record all the late 
Beethoven Quartets. What makes this trio very spe¬ 
cial is that Mathieu plays the ex-Adolf Busch 
Guadagnini violin of 1783. 

And what these fine musicians brought to each 
work selected, over four events, from early 
Beethoven, late Haydn and Schubert, mature 
Mendelssohn and Dvorak, was an intensity of 
sound, a singing tone, dynamic contrast and an in¬ 
nate understanding of style. 

In Haydn's E flat trio - one of six he wrote in Lon¬ 
don - one was struck by Omri's refined playing of 
the composer's miraculous use of chromaticism, 
and in Schubert's B flat trio, Mathieu and Jonathan's 
understated highlighting of the sublime singing 
phrases. Whether in the grand moments of 
Dvorak's F minor trio or the naVvity of Beethoven's 
E flat Variations, these much-travelled players 
brought a fine blend of sonorities and an instinc¬ 
tive sense of ensemble that is found in mature 
chamber groups. 

Over the years we have come to expect excel¬ 
lence from all Concerts in the West events, but the 
Busch Ensemble's performances in Devon, Dorset 
and Somerset were exceptional.
